Two or three vreelts ngo an accident did 


not cccur near Scvnnton, Penn. ; the news- 
papers missed n sensational horror ; and a 
dozen men. instead of being hurled into 
elcrnitj- without time to brenthe a prayer, 
walked quietly home to their dinners, quito 
unconscious that Death W 
them by the 


throat.

this tragedy lo the world ; we should have 
been keen enough to unearth tho guilty 
parly if it hail occurred. The facts are brief- 
ly IhcfO : Iu the largest anthracite coal mine 
in the r-t.".tc, the care of the engine by which 
the c '.r:; fir passengers arc lowered nnd 
hoiskil K pint-oil iu Ihe hands of n Scotch- 
li-ishmiiu, an ordinary fellow enough. 
The 


cable necessarily of great weight and lliick- 
ness, passes through the roof of a slightly 
built shed, under whic-h ho stands. 
One 


morning, as tho mim stood smoking his pipe, 
his hand upon tho lever, his mind very prob- 
ably busy with hiii dinner, and assuredly not 
wrought up to any heroic rapture of resolve, 
the ascending ear (loaded with coal) at one 
end of Iho cablo, broke and fell crashing in- 
to the darlc shafl, to be shattered iuto a 
thousand frnrmienls. 
He knew that in Iho 


next ininulo Iho cable, released from 
the 


strain, would fly back and fall with crush- 
iugweight on the rickety beams and boards of 
the roof. Death was absolutely certain if 
he did not escape from tho shed. 
But if he

hundred feet. 
He had but one instant to 


face his ilealh nnd theirs, and to chooso be- 
tween them. There was a boy in the back 
of the shed; Ihe man motioned to him with 
his head to go out. 
Then he tightened his 


hold on tho lover. The 
loosened cablo 


struck nnd caught somewhere below against 
Iho side of Iho shaft. Surely God ruennt it 
Bhould so strike! It was the delay of but a 
breath of lime; bul Hint was enough. 
Tho 


car grated wiih n jar ngninst the ground far 
below; its occupants stepped leisurely 
out, 


while the man who had saved them above, 
throw himself from trader tho shed, just as 
its roof, beams, pulley and all, crashed 
down on the spot where ho had been stand- 
iug- 


\Vo do not know the mans name, nnrt 


should scarcely need to publish it if we did. 
Fame or reward jar somewhere ngninst tho 
deed itself. There is n wholesome tonic for 
'all of us in tho certainty, which is forced 
upon us now and then, of tho unknown.un- 
monsurcil resources of courage nnd heroism 
and unflinching integrity to duty which ve 
possess among what wo chooso to call tho 
mass of tho people.

when a man reaches tho certainties of mid- 
dle nge that he is not surprised every new 
day by the knowledge of how admirable a 
crew iins been put into Iho world for its long 
voyage; how many of tho women aro grace- 
ful nnd lino natured; how-many men respond 
promptly to the call of honesty or duty o£ 
oven self sacrifice because it is tho simple 
nud natural thing for them to do.

GEKMAN HOTBEDS. 


Wo feel that, in giving uomo account of 


trai*luccut cloth hot beds, to bo employed 
instead of tlio czpeusivo glass frames in gen- 
eral u&), wo are doing all our gardening 
readers a service. 
Wo can vouch for the 


rsluo.of the "German hotbeds," having 
Wed them very siuccessf ully many years ago. 
For forcing melons, tomatoes, etc., this pro- 
pared cloth is especially adapted, as it can 
bo tacked to;boxes of any size required, aud 
cut to fit then). Little, rough, square boxes 
of tho proper size and height, covered with 
this prepared cloth, can bn placed over tho 
hills in wuich tomatoes, melons, or other 
seed aro planted, and tho plants flowed to 
stand, without transplanting, until all dan- 
ger of frost is over, when tho boxes may bo 
taken off and packed away carefully for an- 
other season. 


Take white cotton, of a close texture, 


stretch it, 
aud nail it ou frames of 


any size you wish; mix two ounces 
of 
lime 
water, 
four 
ounces 
of 


linseed oil, one ounce of white of eggs sepa- 
rately, two ounces of yolks of eggs; mix tin 
lime and oil with ft very gentle heat, beat 
tho eggs separately, and mix with the for- 
mer. Spread tho mixture with a paint 
brush over the cloth, allowing each coat to 
dry before applying another, until they be- 
come waterproof.

The heat entirely arises from below, is 


equable sad temperate, which is a great ob- 
ject. Tho vapor arises from the manure and 
earth, is condensed by the cool air passing 
under the surface of the shade, and hangs in 
drops upon the inside, and therefore the 
plants do not require so frequent watering. 
If the frames or stretchers aro made large, 
tiey should bo intersected with cross bars 
about a foot square, to support the cloth.
